The Requirement* 


1. Aid shall be given only to li- 


braries giving county library ser- 
vice according to Act 244 of the 
Acts- of Arkansas, 1927, entitled: An 
Act (o Authori/e Counties to Es- 
tablish mid Maintain County Free 
Libraries. 


2. Aid is granted on the basis of 


providing the minimum collection 
neccssiiry to undertake County- 
wide library service. 


.'I. Not more than one libary in n 


county shnll receive old and this 
library shnll serve as on admin- 
i.vtrative center for county library 
service lo the whole county. 


4. Ax long HS funds nrc available, 


grants shnll be made to the various 
counties in the order in which they 
assume their obligations provided 
that within three months after the 
obligations are assumed definite 
-steps shall have been taken towards 
mooting them. 


5. Two or more counties may 


combine their state aid for the es- 
tablishment of one library serving 
the region provided (he amount of 
state aid docs not exceed $20,000. 


6. All libraries receiving $8,000 


or over state aid shall have nt 
least one graduate of an accredited 
library school on the staff. Those 
receiving less than $8,000 shall have 
at least one member on the staff 
who has been n student in an 
accredited library school for three 
months. 


7. State aid is for books only nnd 


the book collection purchased with 
state aid shall have the following 
proportions: 


Children's books 50% of book 


fund. 


Adult fiction 20 % of book 


fund. 


Adult non-fiction 25 % of 


book fund. 


Magazines and newspapers 


5% of book fund. 
S. Service of books provided by 


state aid shnll be free and given to 
all parts of the county through 
such methods as the County Li- 
brary Board and the 
Librarian 


shall deem advisable. 


9. All books purchased with state 


aid funds remain the property of 
the Arkansas Library Commission 
and are on an indefinite loan to 
the county. The Commission re- 
serves the right to withdraw all its 
books from a library not rendering 
effective service. 


10. The initial selection of books 


to be purchased with state did 
funds for u county library shall be 
made locally and tile titles must be 
approved by the Commission be- 
fore Ihe books are bought. 


11. Libraries which qualify for 


fund.s available to the Commission 
before July -, 1838, will not bo giv- 
en more than 80% of their grant by 
that date and the remaining part by 
July 1, 1939.

. But the speech of President Robert M. Hutchins of the 


University of Chicago was a timely warning that the legal 
profession has a little job of soul-searching to do — a job which 
can't be evaded by a simple assertion that Mr. Roosevelt is 
biased and vindictive. 
| President Hutchins put it up to the lawyers in plain 


•words: - 


$ "If they continue to accept what is done as the standard 


ofswhat to do; if they continue to seek large fees under the 
impression that they are the common good; if legal ethics 
mean little more than a protective tariff in favor of the bar; 
if |ve are regarded as the spokesmen of special privilege ; if 
our chief claim to public admiration is our agility in making 
thl worse cause appear the better, then we are lost ; then we 
cahnot hope to make the community accept our moral leader- 
ship."

'HHERE is no use pretending that a great many plain citizens 
1* nowadays are not pretty well disillusioned about lawyers.

Hrgela, the Health Magazine, 


Worker in Compressed Air Subject to a Strange and 


and Painful Malady 


This is the third of a series of 


articles {n which Or. Morris Fish- 
boin discusses industrial diseases 
aud the ways in which the worker's 
health may be guarded.

One of the strangest of all occupa- 


tional diseases is the so-called com- 
pressed air disease, or caisson disease. 
Since msn have been sinking caissons 
for Abridges, piers and submarine tun- 
nelsf, this disease has been a factor. 


Compressed air is used to keep water 


or mud out of the place in which the 
men are at work. The water and mud 
are "kept out by raising the pressure of 
air in the workroom to a figure above 
that of the water or mud which presses 
against the shell of the workroom. If 
the'pressure is kept sufficiently high, 
there is always some outward leakage 
of Jur rather than leakage of water 
into the room. 


Human beings, fiowevtr, are not built 


to live long under such cnoditions. In 
fact, they have to be especially pre- 
pared to work tinder such conditions 
even for a short time. For that rea- 
son it is customary for the worker to 
become accustomed to the compressed 
aid gradually. 


When a healthy, normal person en- 


ters an sir lock or tank in which the 
pressure is raised, be first notices an 
effept in his ears. He can overcome 
this effect by swallowing or by hold- 
ing his nose and blowing. If he fails 
to dp this, he may actually have a rup- 
ture of the eardrum. Experienced 
workers protect themselves automat- 
ically by swallowing or by holding 
the nose «nd blowing whenever they 
are going down into a high-pressure 
chamber. 


It has been found that when the 


pressure rises sufficiently it is impos- 
sible to whistle because one cannot 
blow against the pressure. Further- 
more the compression of air makes 
heat and the worker takes off his 
clothes as the pressure fises and puts 
them on again as the pressure falls. 


When a person is developing com- 


pressed air illnss, he gets some symp- 
toms which are far from pleasant. 


Because of the compression 
the 


blood and the tissues of the body dis- 
solve an increased amout of air. When 
the pressure is suddenly decreased, 
bubbles of nitrogen can form, cutting 
off the blood supply from various parts 
of the bodv. 


When this occurs the sypmtoms of 


compressed air illness develop with 
pain, dizziness, prostration, weakness, 
painful construction of the chest, dif- 
ficulty with hearing and sometimes 
even paralysis. Sometimes these symp- 
toms are mistaken for those of intox- 
ication and workers have died through 
failure of those near them to recognize 
what was wrong. 


For this reason it has been suggested 


that workers in compressed air should 
always wear tags stating their occupa- 
tion and the location of the recompres- 
sion room so that they may be imme- 
diately put in that room and the 
pressure raised when they suffer seri- 
ous symptoms. 


It is known that many of these symp- 


toms can be relieved if the worker 
will promptly inhale some oxygen, 
and in many industries arrangements 
are made to recompress workers 
promptly and to supply them with 
oxygen when the condition called 
caisson diseease occurs.

In spite of his vicious appearance, 


the mantis is quite harmless to man. 
Ability to turn his triangular head 
completely around and the supplicant 
pose of his front legs has made the 
mantis a constant source of interest. 
Ancient Greeks endower the mantis 
with supernatural powers, gave him 
the name, "the diviner"; Turks and 
Arabs held he was a holy little fellow 
who prayed constantly with his head 
turned toward Mecca. 


In the United States, interest in his 


religiosity is secondary. Chief interest 
is in the inroads he is making against 
the armies of agricultural pests.

Declaring that 40,000 fishermen and 


6,000 junks are now idle, the union ap- 
pealed to the Chinese government for 
relief from the attacks. 


SHANGHAI-(/P)—Bitter fighting in 


the Shanghai sector continued Thurs- 
day, Japanese artillery incessantly 
pounding the Chapei, Kiangwan and 
Lotien sectors north o[ the Interna- 
tional Settlement but with seemingly 
small effect. 


Fierce machine gunning adjacent to 


the intcrnstional areas caused the Brit- 
ish Royal Ulster Rifles regiment tem- 
porarily to abandon patrol posts on 
the fringe of the fighting. 


Japanese .said their North China 


forces arc continuing south along the 
Peiping-Hankow and Ticntsin-Pukow 
railways. Earlier Chinese dispatches 
from Tsinanfu had reported an inex- 
plicable quiet on the North China 
front. They said that Japanese had 
withdrawn their vanguards and halted 
their advance.

expected difficulties the Japanese are 
experiencing in attempting to break 
the Chinese lines," he said.

and

Chinese const near the mouth of the 
Yangtze estuary. 


With the start of the third month 


of hostilities on the edges of Shanghai, 
the Japanese made what appeared to be 
"feeler thrusts," pointing toward a pos- 
sible effort to make a new landing at 
minor Yangtze river ports north of 
Liuho, near the confluence with the 
Whangpoo, from which to outflank 
the Chinese line defending the way 
toward Nanking. 


After 60 days of night and day fight- 


ing into which the Japanese have sent 
warships, field artillery, tanks, cav- 
alry and more than 130,000 infantry 
troops they have been unable to break 
through a Chinese human wall here.

for the alleged reason that they had violated party rules with 
respect to voting for party nominees. 


"One of the rules of the Democratic party provides that if 


any person presents himself to vote 'who is known to have voted 
against a Democratic nominee at a general election held within 


'• ' 
two years last preceding, who by his words or action has espoused 
the cause of other than Democratic nominees preceding a general 
or special election within said time, his righ.t to vote at such 
person's action, the said judge shall prohibit such a person from

Legalityf)of 
the [Nomination 


The Independent candidate and some members of county com- 


mittees persist in saying that the nomination of Carl E. Bailey by the 
Democratic State Committee was illegal, for the reason that the 
statues of Arkansas do not empower a State Committee to make a nom- 
ination. They state that, Under Section 3746 of the Digest, n nomina- 
tion can be made in only three ways: (t) by a Convention of dele- 
gates, (2) a primary election, or (3) petition of electors. 


Whoever makes a statement of that kind is woefully ignorant of 


the decisions of I he courts which have construed statues similar to the 
Arkansas statute. The States of Minnesota and Montana are the only 
states which have statutes similar to the Arkansas statute, both being 
almost in the same language as ours. The Supreme Court of each 
of those States stated in emphatic language that when such a statute 
does not prohibit a State Committee from making a nomination, the 
State Convention (which is authorized to make a nomination by the 
statute) has the right and power under the statute to delegate its 
authority to nominate to a committee of its own selection, and that the 
act of the committee, when such power has been delegated to it by 
the convention, is the act of the convention itself; and that the cer- 
tificate of nomination executed by the chairman and secretary of the 
committee, is the proper and legal method of certification. See White 
v. Sanderson, 74 Minn. 118, and State v. Benton, 13 Mon. 306. 


Unquestionably the lawyers representing the Indpendent candi- 


date, fully realized that if they filed a suit to test the legality of the 
Bailey nomination, the suit would result in defeat. There was suf- 
ficient time to have filed a suit to test the proposition after Governor 
Bailey was nominated mid after the Independent candidate had filed 
his petition with the Secretary of State. The fact that no test was ever 
sought in the courts is a tacit admission by the Independents that 
the nomination WPS legal. Lawyers representing Bailey requested 
lawyers who spoke for the Independent candidate to file the suit, but 
they replied that instead of having the question tested in court it 
would suit them better just to take the position that the nomination 
was illegal. The inference was thai the ordinary layman, being 
unfamiliar with law and court decisions, would swallow such propa- 
ganda.

Tom Hcrritlge, traveler and acl- ' 


venturer of Tarkio, Mo., completed 
9,'!GO miles of a proposed 25,000-mile 
trip when he arrived in Hope Thurs- 
day riding his "auto glider," a motor 
vehicle with a miniature trailer at- 
tached. 


Hcrridge is en route from Canada to
